2 of 13 Escaping

Baton Rouge, La., Aug. ll (AP). 
—Two convicts today were reported 
by R. L. Himes, penitentiary m an­ 
ager, to have been shot and killed 
when 13 prisoners broke from the 
state penitentiary at Angola. 
Tile prisoners killed were Ray­ 
mond Candler and Bill Bryunt, both 
long termers. 
Six of the escaping 
convicts were wounded and caught 
and the remaining five surrendered 
later.

London, Aug. ll (AP)—Terms of 
a new trade agreement between 
ministration “has developed Into the (Great Britain and Germany, under 
which arrangements were made for 
payment for British exports after 
August 20, were made public Fri­ 
day night, but the Lancashire yarn 
manufacturers rebuffed the govern­ 
ment’s efforts to aid them.

T here can be no doubt but th a t in quiet, solitude, and isolation in a 
spot of beauty an d in th e m idst of n a tu re ’s lavish gifts, th e m ind, th e 
h eart, and the body arc each nourished, freshened, and m ade m ore alert 
to th e consciousness of God. while one s en tire n a tu re expands an d e n ­ 
larges. and a kindliness tow ard all m an k in d creeps over one. 
Away from th e m a rts of bargain an d gain, free from th e futile strife 
of m en and wom en, like an o rch estra’s soothing m usic, n a tu re heals the 
h u rts and w ounds of life, and new lessons are learned in the a rt of living.
